The following eſſential differences are to 
be remarked : 1. The veſſels of the part con- 
ruſed ſometimes remain entire, though they 
have loſt their tone; from whence ariſe 
ſwelling and diſtenſion. 2. At other times, 
when the action or blow has been more con- 
fiderable, or ſome ſmall blood. veſſels are 
ruptured, the blood appears extravaſated un- 
der the ſkin; from thence proceeds an echy- 
moſis, or extravaſation of blood. 3. The third 
ſpecies of contuſion is attended with a rupture 
of more conſiderable blood - veſſels, a great 
effuſion of blood, and often without an ex- 
ternal wound. 4. In fine, the veſſels may be 
burſt, the fleſh lacerated or tore; and this is 
the caſe of contuſed wounds. 

The two firſt ſpecies of contuſions are ge- 
nerally cured by refolution ; the third 92 
cerminates in ſuppuration; as does likewife 
the fourth, which fometimes ends in a gan- 
grene.

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frequently follow contuſions of glandular 
parts; for example, of the breaſt: a contu- 
ſion which injures the perioſteum often in- 
duces a caries : contuſed neryes occaſion 
palſies : what dangerous ſymptoms have 
been obſerved ro follow contufions upon 
the head, breaft, and lower belly ! 

But to confine ourſelves to fuch as only 
affect the external parts, we kyow ſome to 
be flight, and eaſily cured ; while others are 
atte with diſtreſſing and dangerous ſymp- 
toms. In both the one and the other, there 
is no application whole effect is ſo ſure and 
expeditious as the Vegeto-mineral Water, 
warmed and applied by compreſſes to the 
part affected; taking care to moiſten them 
from time to time.

Burns are not only effected by contact with 
real fire, as that of a flaming hot coal, but 
alſo by contact of ſubſtances lolid or fluid, 
which contain a great quantity of ficry par- 
ticles; ſuch, for example, as hot iron, boil- 
ing oil, water, gun- poder, &c. 

The ſymptoms of Burns are reduced nearly 
to thoſe of inflammarion ; bur a great diffe- 
rence is to be obſerved in their degree. 

1. Sometimes the action of the fire does 
not reach decper than the cuticle; and mu- 
cous ſubſtance below. In theſe flight Burns, 
a number of bliſters ariſe on the part, be- 
come red, and occaſion an itching ſenſation; 
and by the ſe paration of the epidermis front 
the ſkin, the extremuics of the nerves are 
left naked. Pain now commences, and of- 
tem with ſome degree of intenſeneſs; but all 
theſe ſymptoms vaniſh in a ſhort time, and 
Nature effects a cure by renewing the out- 
ward ſkin. | 

2. A Burn becomes more conſiderable, if 
the aftion of the fire has penetrated to the 
ſkin and far; for then heat and pain are 
highly encreaſed, together with a dryneſs and 
hardneſs of the burned part, which is imme- 
diately covered with little veſſels, filled with 
a yellowiſh humour. 

3. In the molt violent Burns, not only the 
epidermis, the ſkin; and fat, are deftroyed*. 
but the membranes, muſcles, veſſels, and: 

| D 3 | even: 
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ever the bones themſelves are conſumed , 
and in the place of the live parts, there re- 
mains a black inſenfi ble llough; in a word, 
2 dead mals. 

It is eafy to conceive, and experience ſuf. 
kciently proves, that the effects of burns vary 
according to the diverſity of cauſes. Boil- 
ing oil makes more conliderable impreſſion 
than boiling water. A burn from picch or 
roſin is ſtill more to be feared. Red-hot iron, 
which touches gently, as it paſſes the body, 
leaves leſs traces than when it is ſtrongly ap- 
plied for a conſiderable time: aqua-fortis, 
gunpowder, different ſpecies of cauſtics, * 
duce different burns. 

It is eſſentially neceſſary to remark the 
nature and extent of the parts of the body 
which have ſuffered from fire; for it is evi - 
dent that the danger is more or leſs = 
according to the ſtructure and uſe 
parts burned, and the more or leſs ſpace ſuch 
parts occupy, The temperament and con- 
ſtitution of the patient ought alſo to weigh 
with us. in forming our opinion of thoſe diſ- 
caſes. In general, the deeper the burn, the 
more is to be apprehended from it. 

The remedies againſt burns are extremely 
numerous. Every one, if I may fo ſpeak, 
has ore peculiar to himſelf : but without 
entering into a ſuperfluous detail, I will only 
mention the admirable effects of the Prepa- 
rations of Lead in burns...

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The bad effects of wounds from fire- arms 
may be 8 rnck in three different points of 
view. 1. If any part of our body is injured 
by an 8 of powder, nothing but a 
burn will enſue, which will be more or lets 
violent, according to the quantity of powder 
exploded, the force with which it has ſtruck 
and penetrated the parts, and the extent and 
nature of the parts burnt. 2. Balls, or any 
other body, ſent out of fire arms, do not al- 
ways cauſe wounds, but ſometimes only 
contufions, which are in general much to be 
feared, whether they are conſidered only in 
themſelves, or with reſpe*t to the ſhock and 
commotion, which are often communicated 
from the contuſed part to the whole frame. 
3. The violence with which fire- arms expel 
the ſolid bodies pent up in them, may enable 
us ealily to comprehend why the wounds 
which follow them are io frequent. A view 
alone of theſe wounds is ſufficient to prove 
how dangerous they are in their nature: their 
lips and ſurface are not ſmooth and uniform, 
as in thoſe made by a ſharp inſtrument, but 
rhe fleſh is bruiſed, unequally tore, and 
Jagged. But it would detain us from our 
preſent ſubjcct, to give a long detail of the 
difference, lymproms, complications, and 
effects of theſe diſeaſes. | 

Now it is very certain, that nothing is leſs 
fixed, or more undecided, than the methods 
which have been and are now uſed in the 
treatment of gun-ſhot wounds. . 


* 
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Mr. Ranby, an Engliſh Surgeon, recommend 
ſoftening with oil the firſt dreſſing; others, 
which is much the ſame, ule emollient ca- 
raplaims, This is the general method, when 
they are attended with inflammation. Some 
make uſe of aromatic wine, when there is a 
contuſion and tumour : a practice which fuf- 
ficiently agrees with the indication which 
ought to be fulfilled. Others, again, make 
ulc of ſpirituous medicines, which may be 
of ſervice when mixed with other ingredi- 
ents z but which, I believe, are always inju- 
rious when. applied alone, even in caſe of a 
mortification. 

would not have ſpoken fo deciſively 
againſt the bad con ſequences of the common 
practices of treating this ſpecies of wounds, 
had 4 not been well convinced of them. It 
is one of the moſt intereſting points in ſur- 
gery, whic we ſhould by no means over- 
look, by ſuffering ourſelves to be miſled by 
former practice, inſtead of conſidering how 
to improve upon it. 

Ihe infallibility of the good effects of the

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patient eaſe ; ay attended him for above fix 
months without ſucceſs; and as his pains con- 
tinued to increaſe, it was thought proper to ſend 
him to Bareges. At firſt, theſe waters ſeemed to 
relieve him; he then went to his father's houſe, 
when his pains, during the winter, returned upon 
him with double violence, This determined him 
to have recourſe in the ſpring to the (aid waters: 
but they only ſerved to add to his ſufferings ; upon 
which he was carried to Montpellier in the year 
1749. A conſultation was there held of Mef- 
ſieuts Lazermes and Serane, phyſicians, and Mr. 
Lamorier, my confrere, and myſelf. The follow- 
ang is an account of his ſituation: When he lay 
down, the diſeaſed thigh was longer than the 
other; it was. contiaually bent, and could by no 
means be moved, without c uſing great pains in 
the flexor muſcles, I he part was cold, and it was 
wich difficulty that any warmth could be commu- 
nicated to it. The patient could not move it 
without aſſiſtance, and even then felt excruciating 
pains both in that part and the leg; he was unab 
to put his foot to the ground, as he was to wal 
without crutches, Having examined the part, we 
found the head of the femur had been forced out 
of its acetabulum or cavity,. without being above 
Its leve! ; this was apparent from the inequality of 
tergth in the limbs, etpecially when the patient 
was put into certain poſitions. It muſt likewiſe 
be ob{crved, that the part was conſiderably waſted. 
We conſulted what was beſt to be done for him 
in this fituation ; all preſent declared him incur- 
able ; e it was vaguely propoſed 
that he might try the baths of Balaruc: he was at- 
tended by a ſurgeon of his own ; who deſpaired, 
like the reſt, of his recovery, Upon this, I pro- 
poſed a trial of my remedies ; and the ſurgeon con- 
ſented, having orders from the paticat's tather not 
to 
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to neglect any thing which might contribute to 
his fon's recovery. Jn confequenee ef this, I or-

Mr. Petit, in his ————— on the 
Diſeaſes of the Bones, takes notice, that an 
incompleat luxation ſeldom happens to the 
articulation of the knce; and this is true, 
becauſe a round extremity, covered with a 
poliſhed and ſmooth cartilage, and oiled with 
its proper fluid, cannot remain long upon 
the 1 — of its ſocket. The head 1 bone 
thus circumſtanced, when driven to the edge 
by any external violence, muſt either fall 
out or return into its ſocket. Thus, either 
there will be no luxation, or it will be com- 
pleat; which is far from being the caſe of 
ſuch joints of the human body as are formed 
like a hinge. 

It is nevertheleſs true, that the bones of 
the joint of the knee are ſometimes diſlocated 
by external cauſes in an incompleat manner; 
but this never happens immediately, or at 
the moment in which we fall, — receive a 
blow: it can only happen in caſes 
uncommon exertions, which — 2 
ect the ligaments that are ſtrained and 
bruiſed 3 and diſpoſed to relaxation. The 
bone nat being axed exactly. un Ir + 
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the fluid gathers, and thickens by degrees: 
the relaxation increaſes, the extremity of the 
bone firſt loſes ground, and then is forced 
quite out of its ſocket. 

Theſe kinds of luxations are generally ne- 
glected, and looked upon incurable ;-they are 
to in effect, from a want of proper applica-' 
tions. Now this would not be the cafe, were 
they conſidered in the light of real ruptures; 


that is to ſay, they require the ſame atten- 


tion, and the relaxation of the ligaments is 
to be prevented by a bandage, proper ap- 
plications, and perfect reſt, to give theſe liga- 
ments time to recover their tone; the part 
afeted will otherwiſe waſte, it will be 
ſtretched or lengthened by its own weight, 
and at laſt the cavny oi the joint will be 
filled with ſynovia, which mutt neceſſarily 
torce the head of the bone quite out of its 
focket, and grve riſe to a compleat luxation. 
When we would remedy luxations of this 
kind, two things deſerve our particular at- 
tention: firſt, by extenſion and counter- ex- 
tenſion, we muſt gently reſtore the bone to 
its place; ſecondly, we muſt fix it there by 
a proper bandage.

When the head of the bone has been con- 
ducted into its cavity, we ſhould be careful 
to give frequent but gentle motion to the 
joint: this motion, often repeated during the 
pumping, and aſſiſted by the action of our 
remedy, produces ſurpriſing effects; and I 
can venture to fay, that it 1s particularly effi- 
cacious in acting upon the redundant fluid, 
when thickened in any cavity, or the ſheaths 
of the tendons, which is the cle in an- 
chy loſes. 

In luxations where the ligaments are much 
injured, great care muſt be taken not to 
harrais the part too much after the bone is 
replaced. The gentleman who makes the

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OBSERVATION on the Reduction of a Be- 
- banocelle, with Strangulation, after four days and 

a half. 

ON the 20th of October, 1759, I was ſent for 
to a blackſmith in my neighbourhood, who had 
had a hernia, with ſtrangulation, for four days and 
a half, occaſioned by a violent exertion at his 
trade, He ſaid nothing of it to his family. The 
inteftine was forced out, notwithſtanding a bat#- 
dage which he wore, He thought he could re- 
duce it himſelf, as he had frequently done; but a 
vauſea and colic obliged bim to ſend for me. I 
reprimanded him for not doing it ſooner. I un- 
dertook the reduction, by the method above de- 
feribed ; and þ was the more pleaſed, after a great 
deal of tatigue, to find, that not only the hernia 
was reduced, but likewiſe that my opinion of re- 
ducing hernias by degrees was conhrmed by this 
difficult operation.

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of doing, by the addition of fome anodyne drops to 
the Iimment ; but inſtead of mitigating the pain, 
this only ſerved to encreaſe it, and the part began 
to e very hot. The foot ſeemed to ſwell, and 
a ſlight redneſs, which covered the whole, gave'me 
reaſon to apprehend an inflammation. But thefe 
freſh ſymptoms diſappeared, by relinquiſhing the 
above applications, Finding the pains were not 
to be removed by theſe remedies, I thought the 
beſt method I could take would be to adminiſter 
opiates internally. Bleeding _—_ have been ad- 
vantageouſly uſed upon the occaſion, had not par- 
ticular reaſons forbid it: I ordered her, in conſe- 
quence, a narcotic julep; bur ſtill no alteration 
could be perceived for the better: ſuch was the 
peculiar nature of the pain, that the remedies 
proper on ſuch occafions, ſo far from contributing 
to mitigate it, ſerved only to enctraſe its violence. 
W hat [ had applied, however, were the only topt- 
cal remedies which appeared, as things were cir- 
cumftanced, advifeable. The pain could be miti- 
gated by anodynes only. The ſtiffneſs obſervable 
on the part, which was the effect of a ſpaſm, as 1 
ſhall prove further on, ſeemed to. authorize the 
application of emollients; and the intenſeneſs of 
the pain could not admit of any medicine, which 
did not poſſeſs the anodyne quality in the higheft 
degree. The ineſſicacy of this laſt remedy, I mean 
the narcotic, threw me, I own, into the greateſt 
confternation ; and whilſt I was deliberating on 
the next ſtep which would be proper to take upon 
the occtfion, I luckily thought of trying Mr. Gou- 
lard's Vegero-ehineral Vater,” This I was the more 
tempted to do, having found by various experi- 
ments on others, as well as my ſelf, that there is 
no pain, however ſevere, which does not yield to its 
application.

Let us next ſee from 
the caſe I have related, whether we cannot bring a 
freſh proof of the danger of applying emollients tor 
the cure of iaflammatory tumours, If theſe appli- 
cations can ever be proper in ſuch cafes, it muſt 
be, where there is 2 ipaſmodic affection in the in- 
flamed part. But even in ſuch a caſe chey may be 
pernicious, as zppears by the freſh ſymptoms 
ſubſequent to the application of them in the preſent 
Obſervation, We may then from this draw a very 
ſafe and concluſive argument, That fince emol- 
hents proved very permcious in a cafe where they 
are principally indicated, their uſe ought to be ab- 
folutely baniſhed in the treatment of inflammatory 
tumours, as Mr, Goulard remarks. |

SOME time ago a hard and indolent tumour 
ſeized one of my arm-pits, which T neglected At 
firſt; but in a few days it encreaſed fo mach, as to 
incommode me, and make me fear the conſe- 
quences, I thought it high time to apply a re- 
medy.

bad effects, when troubled with a violent

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them, it mult be allowed, that I had recourſe to 
them on the ſurelt indications, The inflammation 
oi oy cyes had gained an uncommon, degree of 
violence; I ſuftered the moit excruciating pains. 
Ihe eye was fo dried, that a tear never fell from 
it; and N tclt a ſenſible contraction in the inflamed 
part. In theſe circumſtances, who could have 
imagined that emollient applicauons would add to 
the violence of the diſorder? Such, however, was 
the eſtect they produced. a 

Let it not be (aid, that the pernicious effects of 
theſe applications were owing to ſome latent cauſe 
in my par ticulat habit of body. I am not afraid 
to advance, that they have not been more bene- 
ficial to other patients. I have had frequent op- 
portunitics to obſerve, that the uſe of them has 
not been attended with the defired ſucceſs, I have 
been acquainted with ſeveral patients, who have 
ſuffered by the application of a cataplaſm of ap- 
ples, baked in the aſhes, or boiled in milk, I have 
known others, who have found their pains enereaſ- 
ed by the uſe of veal, In a word, I had occaſion 
to obſerve in the cure of one of my brothers, that 
the volume of the veſſels of the conjunctiva was 
enlarged by the application of milk, and the pulp 
of quince- ſecds, of linſeed, and flea-wort. Again, 
I have taken notice that theſe applications never 
produced woarſe effects than when they were made 
va the moſt approved indications. Thus in the 
moſt inflamed ſtate of my eye, emollieats. proved 
more hurtful than in the leſs threatening, ſtates. of 
the diſorder, I have made the ſame obſervation in 
other caſes, Not only the evidence of plain facts 
demonſtrates the bad effects of emollients, but the 
principles of a ſound theory abſalutely forbid their 
ule, Let us fee what light theſe principles afford 
towards illuſtrating the object of our preſent en- 
quiry. In the iaflamwation of the eyes, the lym- 


phatic 
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phatic veſſels of the conjunQiva are ſtuffed with 
blood, This fluid is impelled into their cavities 
by a force capable of ſurmounting the reſiſtance it 
meets with from theſe veſſels. Inflammation is 
defined by Mr. Savage to be, that force. by which 
che blood is puſhed and impelled into the veſſels 
of the pant affected. | 3 

Having thus ſettled the principles, we come now 
to the confequences to be expected from the appli- 
cation of emollient cataplaſms. Ihe parts to 
which they are applied, are relaxed ; conſequently, 
the diameter of the lymphatic veſlels is enlarged: 
What muſt be the effect A greater number of 
the globular particles of blood, impelled continu- 
ally towards their opening, willenter ; the volume 
of the part affected muſt then be enlarged. This 
Will naturally account for the encreaſed violence 
of one of the ſymptoms of the inflammation ; and 
we ſhalt preſently ſee that the reſt encreaſe in the 
fame proportion. he redundant particles of 
blood, which have forced a paftage into the in- 
flamed part, having the fame accelerated motion 
with thoſe which had been introduced before the 
application of the emollient cataplaſm, the veſſels 
of the conjunctiya are now to ſuſtain an increaſed 
power of action, ſince to the preſſure of the fluid 
they before contained, muſt now be added that of 
the globular particles of blood, which have found 
an entrance in conſequence of their diſtenſion. 
Now, as inflammation is produced by the encreaſ- 
ed velocity of the blood, and as the ſymptoms at- 
tendiug it muſt bear a proportion to this velocity, 
the preſſute of the blood on the part affected can- 
not be encreaſed, without adding to the violence 
of the diſorder; theretote the application of emol - 
lient cataplaſms, Which was intended to ſubdue 
the inflammation, muſt neceſſarily enereaſe its vio- 
lence.

But I muſt firſt here 
remark, that if it is intended to give this li- 
quor the common conſiſtence of an Extract, 
ic muſt be boiled fome time longer, after its 
2 from the maſs, taking care firſt to 
filter it h proper paper. By follo win 
this — u will become thicker, and 
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a reddiſh colour, and will be in every reſpect 
like any other Extract. I doubt much, whe- 
ther an Extract of this kind can be drawn 
from the liquor of Saturn, which is nothing 
but ceruſe, thrown into a matraſs, into which 
is poured diſtilled vinegar, and digeſted in 
hot ſand. This water of Saturn is different 
from the Extract ot which I am (peaking, 
and its effects muſt neceſſarily be leſs power- 
ful and extenfve. It is true, indeed, it is uſed 
againſt ſome kinds of inflammations, without 
its property being aſcertained, as its effects are 
dreaded, being ranked, like other prepa- 
rations. of lead, among repellers : but L flat- 
ter myſelf, that the Public will lay aſide old 
prejudices, when they have peruſed this work; 


which ſerves to prove, that there is no greater 


diſperſer than the Extract of Saturn, which 
appears to be only a very ſimple tion 
of Lead; and which, modified after my me- 
thod, daily aſtoniſnes the maſters of the art 
with its effects. It is with this Extract I 
compoſe various topical rcmedies; and as L 
oive it the preference to all others, for the 
treatment of almoſt all chirurgical diſorders, 
L ſhall give a more circumſtantial accuunt ot 
the varlous Formulæ, as is general on the lu 
occaſions. I ſhall remark ſtili farther, that 
many of the various modifications I make the 
Extract of Saturn undergo, atten. agree and 
eoncur in the treatment of the ſame complaint. 
After deſcribing each of the Formule, I ſhall 
ſpecify the diſorders to which it is applicable. 
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FORMULA the FIRST. 


Compeſtion of the Water of Saturn, or Vegeto- 
8 Mineral Water. 


O compoſition is more ſimple than that 
of the Vegeto-mincral Water; nor 
is there any remedy which acts with equal 
c:lerity or efficacy. It is made by putting 
two tca-ſpoonfuls, or one hundred drops, of 
the Extract of Saturn to a quart of water, 
44 four tea-fpoonfuls of Lrandy : the quan- 
tity of the Extract and brandy may be di- 
mini{hed or increaſed according to the na- 
ture ct the diſorder, or the greater or leſs 
degree of ſenſibility of the part grieved.

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I make uſe of a Pomatum ; the effect of 
which has often ſurprized the maſters of the 
art: the following is its compoſition. ; 
Take two quarts of common water, put 
them into an earthen pipkin; add rwo ounces 
of the Extract of Saturn, and eighteen 
ounces of common ſoap cut into llices; throw 
them into the pipkin, and let them ſimmer 
over a gentle fire : keep the whole conſtantly 
ſtirred with a ſpatula, till the ſoap 1s diſſolved;

The Compeſition of the Saturnine Plifter. 


AKE twelve pounds of wax, melt it in 
a proper kettle; add three pounds and 
a half of oil of olives : when the oil and wax 
are well incorporared, add eight ounces of 
the Extract of Saturn, which you muſt pour 
in by degrees, taking care to keep tte 
whole ſtirred with a ſpatula; add to this twa 
drams of camphor, which you muſt diſſolve 
with the reſt.

The Saturnine Plaiſters perform wonders, 
when applied to parts afflifted with rheumat c 
pains, which are by no means to be confound - 
cd with thoſe that are ſeated in the bones, 
and are generally produced by a venereal 
cauſe ; theſe are lodged too deep to be re- 
moved by this application: but parts that 
are weakened and full of pain, are much re- 
leved by them: they are hkewiſe of great 
ſervice in the hoſpitals, eſpecially at thoſe 
times of the year which forbid the ule of 
mineral waters, and in places which are dif- 
tant from ſuch waters.

ARIOUS are the methods recom- 
mended by medico-chirurgical writers 
for the treatment of the itch, Sometimes 
the medicines are of the repelling kind ; 
ſometimes aſtringent ones are mixed up 
with repellers ; at other times corroſives are 
added; and the mercurial ointment is fre- 
quently uſed either by itſelf, or joined to 
other remedies, as the powder of white hel- 
lebore, &c. But the formula which is ge- 
nerally uſed, and the one which ſuccteds the 
beſt, is the mixture of flour of brimſtone 
with oil or lard. 

Sulphur is alſo frequently recommended. 
All theſe remedies, except ſulphur and mer- 
cury, which have alſo their objections, are 
very dangerous; particularly ſuch as are of 
the repelling and aſtringent kind; as they 
ſeem to contradict, and do contradict, in et- 
fect, the indication we ought to fulfil z as 
may be ſeen in my Chapter on the Itch, to 
which I refer the reader. 


The following is a Detail of my Method of 
treating Patients in the Itch, © 


F1rsT, they are to be blooded and purg- 
ed; then care mult be taken to waſh all 


the 
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the parts affected with that diſorder, morn- 
ing and night, with the Vegeto- mineral 
Water warm. If the weather 1s cold, this 
muſt be done befere the fire, and the pati- 
ents put to bed. This method muſt be 
purſued for about four or five days. When 
the eruptions are, very viſible upon the ur- 
face of the ſkin, an addition of ingredients 
is to be made to the Vegeto-mineral Water;

When the Itch is of the tetter kind, it is 
to be waſhed for ſome days with the Vegeto-

I muſt here make a remark, lich is much 
to the advantage of the king, that the ſol- 


diers afflicted with this diforder may make 


uſe of this remedy in their garrilons, and 
even in their tents, without ſpoiling their 
linen, or obſerving any particular regimen. 


I have myſelf lately prefcribed it to about 


fourſcore in the Citadel. Many of them had 
both the ulcerated and tetrerous ſpecies of 
Itch ; notwithſtanding which they were well 
in a ſhort time; as upon an average the cure 
was compleated of them all under twelve 
days, without ſpoiling their cloaths. At the 
ſame time I cannot help remarking, that the 
cold was exceſſive, and the weather tempeſ- 
tuous; that they ſelcom kept within doors, 

and many of them lived upon very improper 
food, ack as garlick, onions, indulging in 
the uſe of wine, tobacco, &c.

Powder of the Extra of Saturn. 


TF you put put the pure Extract into plates, | 


and expoſe it to the fun, it thickens and 
becomes of a conſiſtency ;' you may then re- 


duce it to powder, which 1s very proper ad 
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Yeitroying fungous fleſh, and the calloſity 


ot the ſides of certain ulcers, 

We mix likewiſe an equal quantity of this 
powder, ceruſe, allum, and turpentine, toge- 
ther, to help to cicatrize wounds, and dry 
up old ulcers, We likewiſe make a garga- 
riſm of the pure Extract, white wine, and 
allum, to ſtop hemorrhages in the lower 
part of the mouth. The following is irs 
compolition : Put to a quart of white wine 
two ounces of the Extract of Saturn, an 
ounce of allum reduced to a very fine pow- 
der, and a good half glaſs of vinegar. I 
have often found this an admirable aſtrin- 
gent; and very proper to ſtop hamagrhages 
proceeding from a remote cauſe, where there 


was no poſſibility of applying compreſſes, 


ligatures, or any ſtrong ſtyptic.

T is not my intention here to celebrate the praiſes of 

Mr. Goulard's remedy. That is already too well 
known throughout Europe to want any affiitance from 
n pen. My views coincide entirely with thoſe of the 
author, in endeavouring to Lring it to ftill greater perfec- 
tion, by conſidering it with more preciſeneſs, both as to 
its compoſition and uſe, To be ignorant of theſe would be 
a fault; willing'y to conceal its ſuperior virtues, would be 
an injury to ſociety, and a manner of procteding ver) 
different from 4 author's, who has publiſhed on his 
knowledge on the ſubject without reſerve. 

This medicament, juſtly looked upon by thoſe of the 
Faculty, who are free prejudice, as the beſt and moſt 
univerfal topic in ſurgery, may very properly be ſubſti- 
tuted in the place of all others generally preſcribed : it will 
frequently prove efficacious when the reft have failed, 
and will re-eſtabliſh Na ure, which they had difardered. 

I don't pretend to mention this medicine as a new-dif- 
covered one : on the contrary, we have received it from 
antiquity, known by the name of Acetum Lithargiri ; 
but by its having been ill made, ma! à propos applied, 
aud preſcribed in mee Puno, it was for ſome 

dure

time ont of repute; and without the aſſiſt anee and the w- 
gilance of one of Mr. Goulard's ſpeculative turn, who 
Ras had reſolution enough to fem the torrent of oppotr- 
neon, this remedy, like many others, by 4 been im- 

roperty made and as imptoperly iniſtered, would 

we fallen a victim to the empific. For want of proper 
vinegar; the bafts of this medicine, it frequently deceived 
the. Itioner, who, from not knowing its properties 
214 the real method of compoſing it, entirely laid it afide. 
Bur it has of late been too minutely confidered to be any 
longer neglected, and is now looked upon, by the impar- 
tat part of mank ind, to be one of the greateſt ornaments 
of the drfpenfatorics, as well as the moſt eſheacious re- 
medy in forgery. It is then to Mr. Govlard, a ikHfu! 
of MontpelHer, we owe its revival; whichteeuld

Let it be remarked, that cam» * | 
phoraied brandy on all occafious is to be preferred to the | 
non camphorated, as I ſhall eudeavour to prove in the | 
following article. | 
VL It is my opinion, that in the caſes in which the 
author recommends the uſe of camphire, one of the moſt 
anti pblogiſtic and antiſpaſmodic medicines in phyfic or 
furgery, he does not preſcribe it iu large quantities enough. 
Camphire is one of thoſe medicines we uſe too ſparingly, 
not being ſufficiently converſant in its effects, which are al- 
ways wonderful, whether made ule of externally or inter- 
nally. I wou'd recommend a work of Mr. Pouteau, in- 
titled, Melanges: de Chirurgie, which would convince any 
one of the good qualities of this drug. I know an Engliſh 
gentleman, who not ouly preſerves himſelf from, but 
cures himſelf of many complaints by the uſe of camphire, 
of which he takes inward'y a large quantity; and always 
carries about him a box of it. hen I make uſe of this 
with the Extract of Saturn, it is in large quan'inies, and 
with ſome precautions, different from thoſe of Mr. Gou- 
lard. If it is given in ſmall quantities, it has no effect; 
when mixed with pomatums, cerates, liniments, it is ob- 
liged to undergo tac heat of fire, by which means the vo- 
latile parts of it are evaporated 3 what remains of them 
inſenfibly paſſes away, io that in a few days none is left. 
Whenever the Vegeto-mineral Water is made uſe uf, I 
would recommend the ſame quantity of camphorated 
brandy as the author preſcribes of that which is not cam- 
phorated. This camphorated braudy ſhould be kept in a 
bottle well corked; you muſt be careful likewiſe to fill it 
up now and then, and ſee that the camphire you make ute 
of for this purpoſe is not too dry, but that it is freſh, oily, 
and of a ſtrong perfume, | 
VII. Mr. Goulard recommends the Vegeto-mineral 
Water to be warmed only during the winter, and to make 
uſe of it in ſummer in its natural ſtate. This diſtinction 
may be a very juſt one at Montpellier, and in other warm 
climates; but in England, and other cold countries, it is 
abſolutely necefſary always to warm it, otherwiſe the ne- 
tallic particles are not ſo thoroughly divided; and by the 
Water's being impregnated with the veg- - e hs. 
the repelliug property, with which it is .cyceached, o 
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remaine. The ſame may be ſaid of all cold waters; they 
a& as repellents, by cauſing too great a tenſion in the 
fibres they ought to relax, and the colder they are the 
greater is their repelling power ; but when warmed, they 
are of a moiſtening, relaxing, ſoftening, and reſolving 
quality. But particular care muſt be taken not to ex- 
ceed the doſe above preſcribed in inflammatory caſes. 
Mr. Coſmond, a celebrated ſurgeon, has well obſerved, 
that the leaden particles, when introduced into the veſſels 
in too large a quantity, irritate and force them ſo con- 
fiderably, as frequently to add to the complaint, inſtead of 
relieving it. This is a fault that many, who are igno- 
rant of the effects of this remedy, frequently fall into 3 
and often blame the medicine, when themſelves are only 
in fault. | . 

La caſes Where the lymph only is affected, the ſame 
precaution is not neceſſary, as a drachm or two of Extract 
more may be ſafely added to each bottle of water. 

VIII. Such as are little verſed in the knowledge of the 
medical virtues of metals, are very apt to make coſmetic 
138 with the Vegeto- mineral Water. Theſe have 

lowed the errors handed down to us by our anceſtors, 
who have made uſe of lead under various forms ; others 
have made uſe of magiſteries of pewter and biſmuth, &c. 
which have rather ſerved to deſtroy the beauty af the ſkin 
than to preſerve it: the reaſon is evident; theſe metals, 
by infinuating themſelves into the pores, there depoſe 
fome of their particles the moſt divided, and by firſt 
opening and then filling up theſe pores, ſpoil the fineſt 
features. 

Theſe metallic particles become of a black dye, and 
Flainly ſhew a leaden colour, which can be concealed only 
from the eye by the application of white waſh compoſed of 
the ſame drug, which by piaiſtering over the ſurface of 
the ſkin, add to this deformity. "The author of theſe 
Remarks begs leave to caution the fair ſex from truſting 
to theſe pomatums, the eompoſition of which is a ſecret, 
the better to conceal the known poiſon they are fraught 
with, which for a ſhort time appears to anſwer their in- 
teutions, only to give the deeper wounds afterwards. 
Time only can re-eſtabliſh nature, and the uſe of the po- 
matums deſcribed by the author in his Treatiſe on Rup- 


rurcs, 
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Dares, p. 1-3, by leaving out the gold and the faffrony 
the firit making the ſkin black, the other yellow. This 
atum, without altering the ſkin, foftens aud nouriſhes 
it, preſerves its tranſparency, deftroys tetters and red - 
nefs, fills np wrinkles, and repairs all damages done ts 
it, either by the uſe of other pomatums of paint. This 
pomatum ig infinitely ſuperior to that of Saturn, or the 
cerate for removing the piles, for the ſealding of the ſkin, 
_ to remove the ſpots which rema n after the ſmall-pox, 
lied to it ſome time after the eruption. 
"IF I muſt here add, that the pure liquid Extract of 
Saturn , mixed with double the quantity of oil of tur- 
name, is the moſt ſovereign remedy known agaiuſt a 
wen in a horſe, by rnbbing him wich this liuiment, as 
ſoon as the accident happens, taking care to keep the part 
welt covered till you have got bim home to the ſtable ; if 
he ſronld ſt ill continue lame, or appear in pain, you muſt 
rub him 3 he grows cold, and repeat this every 
four hours ; keep him well clothed, and allow bim bat 
half hrs ufual quantity of food, and give bim warm water 
with fome dran in * to promote 'perſpiration. If theſe 
rules are attended to, the cure is generally now. arent in. 
four-and-rwenry Hours,
